Renewing their powerful attack 
along the Somme front in north- 
em France the British have cap- 
tured the main second line defen- 
sive system of the Germans along 
a front of more than a mile north 
of Pozieres, London announces to- 
day. 
The advance claimed by the 
British is on that part of the line 
where their gains in the offensive 
so far had been less pronounced 
than elsewhere 
along this front. 
The gain, if maintained, will ef- 
fect a material straightening out 
of the line in the sector between 
Pozieres and Thiepval. 


At Verdun, the French offensive 
is successfully withstanding Ger- 
man counter attacks, Paris de- 
clares, 
The important Thiaumont 
position is firmly in the hands of

French,

money. 


Within two minute."» after the bandit 
car drew alongside the pay car, the 
former was racing away with the five 
cash bags. 


Dash to Open Country. 


A 
few 
minutes 
after

bandits 
dashed away, policemen from Woodv/ard 
avenue, two blocks east, attracted by 
the excitement, arrived on the scene, 
and shortly aftenvard every available 
motorcycle policeman 
was ordered 
to 
join the chase. 
The latter dropped out 
of the pursuit when it lengthened to 
the city limits, however, leaving the 
automobiles filled with policemen to con-- 
tinue the Jiunt. 


So far as can be learned, not a shot 
was fired by any of the guards in the 
pay car, nor those in a car following. 
The guards in the car behind did not 
realize what was going on, but, seeing 
Cooper run out from the curb and en- 
gage one of the bandits, they stopped 
their car and ran forward.

Wheeler Criticises Senate 
for Refusal to Hear 
Wage Issue. 


Chicago, Aug. 5.—"I felt that the ac- 
tion of the senate committee in tabling 
the resolution authorizing the investiga- 
tionof the whole railroad wage situation 
by the interstate commerce commission 
increases the danger of a general strike," 
said Harry A. Wheeler, yesterday. 


Mr. Wheeler, who is chairman of thé 
United States 
chamber 
of 
commerce 
committee on railroads, has recently re- 
turned from Washington, where he con- 
sulted both with members of congress 
and with President Wilson. 


Calls Data Misleading. 


"The trouble is that the present fig- 
ures as to average wages of trainmen 
presented both by the railroads and by 
the unions are inaccurate and mislead- 
ing. There are also more than 1,600,000 
srailroad 
employes 
oiitside 
the 
four 
unions directly involved, who may later 
be e.xpected to also make a demand for 
increase in wages. 


"If the demands of the trainmen, en- 
gineers, 
conductors 
and 
firemen 
are 
granted, it is estimated that, it will add 
|l00,000,000, a year to the freight bill 
which the consumers 
of 
the 
United 
States ultimately will be obliged to pay. 
When the employes outside these imions 
are also considered—as they should be— 
the increase 
may 
be 
$300,000,000 or 
$400,000,000. 


Cqnsumers Must Pay. 


"In the last analysis the consumers 
of the United States will have to pay 
whatever increase is granted. The object 
of the proposed investigation by the in- 
terstate 
commerce 
commission—tabled 
yesterday by the senate—was to make 
a f ^ r and impartial investigation into 
the present rates of wages and to de- 
termine as nearly as possible how much 
increase is involved and whether the con- 
sumers of the country are willing and 
able to pay the bill. 


"What seems to be the most objec- 
tionable in the action of the senate com- 
mittee is their refusal to hear testimony 
on the part of the public before reaching 
a decision. If they had acted after hear- 
ing the side of the consumer that would 
be a matter of judgment which could not 
be fairly criticized. 
What 
they have 
done is to, in effect, deny that thè pub- 
lic as a third party in the present con- 
troversy has any right to be heard. 


"If a general strike on all the rail- 
roads of the United States occurs—and 
I think there is grave and increasing 
danger of it—the situation will be ter- 
rible."

She was Informed by the school 
authorities that during the morning 
Mrs. Phipps, evidently aware of the 
Intent of the juvenile authorities, had 
telephoned the school that she would 
arrive on the 3:30 train and fetch Ma- 
rian home, and that for no reason must 
Marian be given to any one else. 


The child's trunk had been packed 
in the school in preparation for Mrs. 
Phipps' arrival and Marian's depart- 
ure. But Mrs. Davern, bearing a war- 
rant charging the child with being a 
delinquent, was given Marian. 


Taxi Wins Race. 


The first return train to Chicago 
would not arrive until Mrs. Phipps had 
arrived.

DIES BY LIGHTNING 


Henry Lucke Killed and Others Stun- 
ned When Bolt Strikes Granary 
Where They Had Taken Refuge. 


South Whitley, Ind., Aug. 5,—L-lght- 
ning which struck a granary on Clark 
Pence farm, four miles northeast of 
this place at 5 o'clock last evening in- 
stantly killed Henry Lucke, 32 years 
of age, and injured Ave others of the 
party which had taken refuge in the 
building during the storm.

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Sticking to the Party 
Ship 


The steadfast leaders of the sadly-depleted progrressive party 
that met in Indianapolis a day or t^vo 3^:0 for eoiinsel as to the proper 
course to pursue in the dire extremity in which they find their cause 
demonstrated one thing very clearly. 
They established beyond a 
(doubt the fact that Avhen four years ago they severed old ties and 
merged into a new political organizati(ui they were following not the 
personality of a great chieftain who has now deserted them, but were 
inspired by a lofty principle and definite conviction. The.y saw evils 
in the parties of their old affiliation then, and they see them now. Par- 
ticularly are they unable to discern in the republican party any signs 
of regeneration, any change of front, any improvement in leadership 
or any more inspiring purposes than obtained at the moment revolt 
gave being to a new political party entity. The}^ have given the lie 
to the charge that they were four years ago'merely frenzied followers 
of the doughty colonel. 


They are sticking to the ship. They have announced a purpose to 
place in the field a presidential electoral ticket in every state where 
ihere still remains the nucleus of a progrssive organization, and it will 
bear the name- of John i\I. Parker, iiominee for the vice presidency, 
alone. Not one of these dantless souls, of course, is deluding himself 
with the idea that there is this year a chance for victory. None better 
than these men realize that the next president of the United States will 
be Mr. Wilson or Mr. Hughes. But there is, after all, something heroic 
in the stand these progressives arc making for what is to them a cher- 
ished principle. 
This principle is to be found not alone in the plat- 
form pronouncement of the party that four j^ears ago ran second in 
the national contest. It is written in the determination of these think- 
ing American citizens that they cannot be delivered, body, soul and 
ballot, in any transaction suggested to the former leaders of the party 
by the exigencies of politics or by the whim of those whose leadership 
they were once proud to follow.

Under the (Jhio tax law this mone.y, tlie 
.splendid evidence of the thrift and worth 
of Cleveland citizens, is subject to a ta.x 
of about ¡til.-'jO on each $1(MI. As a mat- 
ter of fact, and as a matter of course, 
only a very small faction of this taxable, 
property—money in bank-—ever gets on 
the tax man's book. This money draws 
."3 or 4 per cent, interest. Jt has an in- 
come, but that income is small. The 
low Ohio tax rate means the seizure as 
taxes of a half, or substantially one- 
half the income on savinjrs. It is im- 
possible to collect so unfair and un- 
reasonable a penalty against thrift. A 
confiscatory tax on savings 
punishes 
decency and good citizenship.

found in Ohio. Of course, Indiana tax 
ofliicers are Tinable to get savings ac- 
counts on the books for taxation. As 


indicating the failure of the personal 
pioi)erty ta.x we need only to point to 
the fact that from year to year the 
aggregate of personal property 
listed 
for taxes shows a big decrease, Mhereas 
the truth is personal property 
liable 
for ta.vation actually increases largely 
each year.

THE CLOSET QUESTION 
I 


N HOUSES planned and built today the 
closets are generally arranged so that 
a certain amount of light can be turned 
on their inner recesses, and nothing need 
be misplaced for lack of sufficient illumi- 
nation. In some fortunate establishments. 
Indeed, electric lighting is so Installed 
that on the opening of th© closet doors 
the llfhte are turned on within automatic- 
ally. 


But where one must occupy a room 
Whose whole storage space consists of a 
aeep or narrow closet In the darkest 
corner. It is a problem how to keep it 
orderly and clean. If poaslble, there Is a 
^ m ^ y that will aid. It Is to paint the 
Whole Inside of the closet—walls, celling, 
noor, drawers and shelves—with several 
®oats of pure white paint, ending up, if 
tot thought too expensive, with a heavy 
coat of white enamel paint. This Is how 
SII closets should be finished Inside If the 
eat results are to be obtained by the tidy 
housekeeper or homemaker. 
But there is another plan, easier to fol- 
low and taking much less time. It Is to 
Mne the entire closet with white or un- 
bleached muslin, using a little strong glue 
to Join the edges of the breadths after 
they have been securely tacked over the 
walls. This is an espl^ally good pian 
where delicate dresses must be hung 
against the walls, and will entirely ob- 
viate one of the nuisances so often en- 


countered In house« that have "settled 
—that is, the sifting In of dust thro 
cracks in th© plaster or f r o m the inter- 
stices between walls and woodwork. An 
extra protection can be provided by a 
curtain of the same stout muslin, hung 
by brass rings runnln«^ on a strong 
cord well above the inside door frame, 
and arranged 
so 
a« to 
be flung on 
on© side easily on occasion. If the user 
of the space be also equipped with a 
small 
electric 
flashlight 
she 
will 
at 
last enjoy real "closet comfort.'

more.

; Chicago, Aug. 5.—Investigations made 
by State's Attorney Maclay Hoyne in 
^his extensive hunt for the niembers of

automobile owners have 
convinced 
Mr. 
Hoyne that a federal law is needed for 
the detection and punishment of automo- 
bile tnievery. 


As nearly all the 
stolen automobiles 
are driven or shipped into distant states, 
an interstate or federal law would af- 
ford 
the 
most 
adequate 
remedy 
for 
grappling 
with 
the 
"industry," 
Mr. 
Hoyne says. 
. Another conclusion reached 
by 
Mr. 
Hoyne is that 
at 
least a part remedy 
.-would be aflnrded if prospective purchas- 
ers of 
spoond 
hand 
automobiles 
were 
more carpful iji asporlnining whether the 
sellers 
of "used" cars 
have the 
legal 
title tu Ihc property they try to sell. 


Already Nation-Wide, 


"My investigations have convinced me 
that a federal law is needed," said Mr. 
Hoyne. 
"The 
industry' 
is 
extending 
at 'an amazing rate, and apparently is 
alreadv nation-wide in scope. 


"Many machines are sold to individual 
buyers and not to professional 'fences.' 
Alinost c\ ory machine recovered by the 
police working through 
the 
state's at- 
tornev's oftice was recovered from some 
man "wlio had 
)>ought it from thieves. 
The big 'fences' are 
being put out of 
business and the automobile thief now 
finds it necessary to sell his machines 
to some individual buyer, who has saved 
a small ir»m of 'uoncy and who wants to 
buy an automobile. 


Advice to Buyers. 


"Every man who wishes to buy a car 
should take the car number and the en- 
gine number, and take the matter uii 
•with the factory and find out 
whether 
or not the man selling the car has a 
legal title. 


"Every automobile stolen by the au- 
tomobile thieves' trust is changed 
al- 
most in every particular, so that it can- 
not easily be identified. 
The automobile 
thief 
changes the factory, engine and 
clutch numbers, and almost every other 
number of the machine. 


"For tliis purpose the trust kept a 
complete 
set of dies, and also emery 
wheels, 
propelled 
by 
electric 
motorf-. 
Few of the thieves are experts in remov- 
ing or changing numbers.

Daily Casualty Lists and 
Returning Wounded Tell 
a Grim Story. 


London, July 25.— (Correspondence of 
the Associated Presa.)—To the civilian 
who notes the figures in the casualty 
lists 
issued 
every twenty-four 
hours, 
and sees fresh convoys of wounded ar- 
riving daily at the bi;? London railway 
stations, it seems that Kngland is pay- 
ing a terrible and 
ghastly 
price for 
whatever she is gaining by thè 
"big 
push." 


On that point 
the 
opinions of the 
fighting men themselves are of interest, 
especially of leaders who are habituated 
to a somewhat larger purview than is 
possible in the ranks. 
Chance afTorded 
London reporter an opportunity to ob- 
tain the views of two such on the ques- 
tion of casualties. 
It was when a hos- 
pital ship, laden with woimded, reached 
the landing stage at Southampton, and 
he was permitted to go aboard. 


"What do you think of the 
British 
casualties?" he asked the wounded §ec- 
ond-in-command 
of a battalion 
which 
played its part at Fricourt. Montauban 
and Bazentin. 
He was sitting with an- 
other officer, tlie adjutant of a battalion 
which fought its way. through La Bois- 
elle to Contalmaison. 
Both were "walk- 
ing cases;" one with two machino gun 
bullets in shoulder and arm, the other 
with bomb splinters in his left side. One 
had the experience of Loos for a stand- 
ard of comparison; the other, the ad- 
jutant. has been at the front since the 
early days of 1915. 


"Well, there's a good many of them, 
of course. 
Seeing the whole lot in 
narrow funnel, as you do here, it must 
seem tremendous. 
There 
are a good 
many, of course. 
You can't move hand 
or foot on the western front without 
casualties. 
But I'm bound to say it 
wasn't the number, but the fewness of 
them that impressed me out there, 
mean, of course, for the fire we've had 
to faop. 
What do you think?"

"I think the proportion of casualties 
is pretty much the same as it's been 
in all offensive on this front; but the

Indianapolis. Aug. ñ.—Fifty pounds of 
peanuts are buried daily beneath 
the 
grass and 
flower 
beds 
of 
University 
square. 


The statement is vouched for by ofti- 
cials of the park board and custodian 
at the park. 
The little squirels in the 
park, three in number, with 
provident 
thoughts 
for 
the 
future, daily bury 
about fifty pounds of nuts, given them 
by visitors to the park. 


Estimates of the total amount of nuts 
thrown to the squirrels and sparrows at 
the park each day run from sixty to 
UK) pounds. 
In addition many pounds} 
of popcorn find their way into the hun- 
gry beaks of the birds, while the squir- 
rels do not disdain to munch at 
the 
white grains. 


Children are the most consistent feed- 
ers, of the animals, which have become 
so tame they will run up. to a child and 
take a peanut from between its 
fingers. 
When the animals have eaten 
enough 
for immediate needs they do not stop 
taking the gi'ains, but run away 
and 
hide them. 


In one cache a custodian at the park 
found two pounds and a half of peanuts. 
Many nuts are buried at random over 
the grounds, but the squirrels have no 
trouble in locating them. 


Only one of the squirrels In the park 
will bite a child. 
This squirrel is tami? 
and will take nuts from the children's 
hands, but if they follow to see where 
the dainty is buried it will charge with 
flerceness 
comical because of its small- 
nc8R, but effective in

Said William E. Gladstone, "I go to 
church on Sundays not only because I 
revere religion, but because I love Eng- 
land." 
Is that a good reason, or merely 
good rhetoric? 


Was Daniel Webster right in his con- 
tention that free institutions could not 
long survive the loss of the American 
Sunday 
and the neglect of moral in- 
struction in tlie church once each week? 
In other words, is it patriotic to go to 
church ? 


I should be willing to undertake the 
affirmative side of the argument. 
I be- 
lieve that the church 
and its message 
represents a foundation stone of the re- 
public and that good churchmen, there- 
fore, are serving not 
alone their own 
spiritual welfare, but the welfare of the 
state. 


As a conservator of public morals, the 
church is entitled to i-egard. 
Life in a 
churchless couimunity would be unat- 
tractive and lack certain prime elements 
of safety and stability. 
Most 
of 
us 
would not care to liave business inter- 
ests or to own real estate there. 
I have 
a strong feeling tliat I should move out 
inside of six months, if T could get away, 
or if the sheriflT had not come nlong be- 
fore that and closed up the place. 


The 
reason 
that 
some 
communities 
seem, for a time, to dispense with relig- 
ious institutions and take no harm i.-' 
that they can live, for a period, on their 
inheritance from the 
past. 
The moral 
momentum 
gathered by generations 
of 
God-fearing men and women has not yet 
spent its force. 
Rcppert for law and or- 
der survives the initial impulse that gnve 
it birth. 
It can be eoiinted on to carry 
over for a generation or two. 


Morality, however, never reinforced by 
supreme 'motives, tends 
to 
become a 


The faithless son of faithful 
Sabbatli- 
keeping parents may still maintain 
an 
air of moral rectitude that is a sort of 
hang over from his ancestors. 
He is not 
going to hand down to liis son, however, 
the same bias toward virtue that he him- 
self received. 
There is going to appear 
on that family tree, by and by, a limb 
that has cut loose from moral and re- 
ligious restaints altogether. 


I have talked with a good many men 
who have ceased to go to church, 
For 
the greater part, they are likeable fel- 
lows. There is the "tired business man," 
for instance, who needs all of Sunday to 
recuperate his physical 
energies. 
Tired 
as he is I doubt whether he does 
any 
more work, or gets any more exhausted 
in the doing of it than such men as John 
Wanamaker 
or 
William 
H. 
Taft 
or 
Woodrow Wilson or Charles E. Hughes. 
As a matter of fact, a quiet hour in 
church on Sunday morning might rest 
him. 


There, too, is the man with a griev- 
ance. He knows that all preachers are a 
hopeless and belated lot because twenty 
years ago he attended a service and heard 
a rabid sermon on hell fire. Come again, 
brother. 
The congregation doesn't ha\e 
to breathe sulphur fumes every Sunday. 


There is the man whose father made 
him go to meeting when he was a boy 
and he got enough of it, and it's a case 
of "never again" with him. He might re- 
flect that his parent encouraged him as 
a child, likewise, to eat three meais a 
day. 
But tliat is no good reason why ho 
should, in manhood, abandon the prac- 
tice of eating altogether. 
He makes aa 
big a mistake by starving his spirits as 
by starving his body. 


The church is an imperfect institution 
because it is made up of woefully imper- 
fect men and women. 
But, after you 
have admitted all that, it is .still 
the 
guardian of a mighty treasure. 
It is 
the true champion o-f every civic virtue 
and every ))rivate jiatriotism. 
Mr. Man, 
you owe' the chnri'h ¡support.—St. Louis 
Christian Advocate.

Health Commissioner of Boston, 
In words of Rousseau: 
"The weaker the bouy the more it 


commands, 
The stronger, the more it obeys." 
To have our bodies strong, exercise 
is necessary and 
this 
applies to the 
strongest as well as the weakest. 
Peo- 
ple who indulge in it aie better men- 
tally and physically. 


Exercise is advantageous to young 
and old. 
The weak, the strong, 
the 
heavy and the thin all gain immeas- 
urably by It. 
The most desirable kind 
of exercise Is that which is beneficial, 
pleasing and safe. 
The more 
spirit 
put into it the greater the results to 
mind and to body. 


Everyone should take some form of 
e.vercise daily and In hot weather our 
minds naturally turn to exercise out- 
doors, which is the best. 


Take your e.vercise in the open air 
If possible and where the air is purest 
and freshest if practicable. 


It Is not necessary to indulge in any 
form 
of 
violent 
exercise outdoors. 
Neither is it essential that 
you 
lift 
heavy weights. 
Begin gradually. 
In- 
crease the amount until you think you 
are taking sufficient. 


Exercise that produces 
perspiration 
and fatigue, not e.x'haustion, develops 


an appetite and induces sleep, is the 
kind to indulge in. 


Walking is 
the cheapest, 
simplest 
and best form of exercise. 
Swimming 
and 
rowing 
follow. 
Golf, baseball, 
tennis, 
quoits, 
handball, 
mountain 
climbing, 
horseback 
riding are 
good 
warm weather exercises. 


Any game or match in which 
you 
are 
engaged 
makes 
you 
forget 
any 
labor that might be attached to the 
exercise you take.

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KEEPING THE MILK SWEET IN SUMMER 


rhere Are Many Ways of Doing This But Absolute Cleanliness 
Is the First Essential.

It fs a well known fact that mllK 
does sour, but not everyone is ac- 
^ 
qualnted with the changes which take 
place during the souring: process, the 
cause of these changes, and how to 
prevent them. . A knowledge of the 
; 
changes which take place during: the 
period of souring, and their causes, 
enables one, taking reasonable 
pre-

cautions, to preserve milk in its nat- 
urally sweet condition for a number 
of additional hours. 


Milk 
contains a sugar, 
known 
as 
milk sugar, which is changed by the 
action of the smallest of plant forms, 
called bacteria, into lactic acid. When 
about one-half of one per cent of this 
acid has been produced, the milk-curd 
separates and forms a solid mass with 
clear acid whey about it. 
This acid 
preserves the curd by preventing the 
action of bacteria which would rot the 
curd and produce offensive odors. 


Two 
classes of 
bacteria 
begin 
to 
grow 
and 
multiply 
in 
milk 
shortly 
a f t e r milking; the lactic which sours 
the milk, and the digesting which rots 
the curd. 
The latter class is like the 
oat-plant, in that It is able to grow at 
a low temperature, while the lactic, | 
like the corn-plant, grows best at the | 
higher temperatures. 


Milk 
which 
is held 
at well-water j 
temperature will remain sweet for one • 
or 
more 
days, 
depending 
upon 
the | 
"^"cleanliness of milking and handling, | 
because the temperature is low enough i 
to prevent rapid growth of lactic bac- 
teria. 


This temperature, however. Is more 
favorable for the digesting class of 
bacteria, which imparts an old. stale 
odor to the milk, and renders the milk 
partly unfit for use. 
If milk is kept 
on ice almo.st from the time of milk- 
ing, there wH be but very little devel- 
opment of either class of bacteria, and 
the milk will be in prime 
condition 
a f t e r several days. 


For the most rapid cooling of mJlk, 
the 
following 
points should 
be 
ob- 
served: 


1. 
That cold air is better than no 
attempt at cooling. 
I 


2. 
That cold water Is more rapid 
than cold air. 


3. 
That an occasional stirring hast- 
ens the cooling process. 


4. 
That 
ice-water 
Is much 
more 
rapid than air of the same tempera- 
ture. 


5. 
That a mixture of ice-water and 
salt is the most efficient cooling agent. 


To insure pure milk, free f r o m im- 
purities, the 
utmost 
care 
must 
be 
taken in every part of the dairy f r o m 
the barnyard and stables to the bot- 
tling of the milk. 
Absolute cleanliness 
is essential. 
Iron milking stools are 
recommended and they should be kept 
scrupulously clean. 


No. 1 is a good type of 
sanitary 
stool made of metal. 
The ends of the 
pipes used for the legs are filled with 
lead, and there are no corners to col- 
lect dirt. 


Nos. 2 and 4 are similar to No. 1, 
except that caps are screwed on the 
ends of the legs, making them slight- 
ly more difficult to keep clean. 


No. 3 serves for both pail and milk 
stool. 
The cover, 
hoops, 
bail, 
etc., 
make it more diflicult to keep clean 
than the simpler styles. 


No. 5 is devised so that one end 
serves as a receptacle to hold the pall 
while the milker sits on the other end. 
As in the case of No. 3, this style Is 
more difficult to keep in a sanitary 
condition than the simpler forms. 


No. 6 is constructed entirely of iron, 
galvanized after being put 
together. 
It is simply constructed, having only 
a single leg. 
The base, however, fur- 
nishes a larger surface to keep clean. 
Of the several stools shown herewith. 
No. 1 is the easiest to keep 
clean, 
therefore the most desirable. 


The three "C's" for the proper care 
of milk 
in the 
home, 
according 
to 
dairy specialists, are: 


( Clean. 


Keep milk -j Cold. 


( Covered. 


Milk Is a highly 
perishable 
food, 
and the length of time It will remain 
sweet and safe, especially for children, 
depends, specialists say, almost entire- 
ly upon the constant care It receives 
from cow to consumer. 
Milk passes 
through three agencies—the producer, 
the dealer, and the consumer. 
If the 
first two have done their part, clean, 
safe milk will be delivered, thoroughly 
chilled, to the consumer. 
The 
con- 
sumer's responsibiiity begins the mo- 
ment the milk is delivered at his door- 
step. 


Because milk poured from vessel to 
vessel on the street is very liable to 
contaminat'on from dust, manure par- 
ticles and germs, milk is best deliv- 
ered in capped bottles. 
If bottled milk 
cannot 
be 
obtained, 
the 
housewife 
should tr>- to have some one in the 
family receive the milk in a 
clean, 
scalded utensil^ cover it Instantly, and 
put it without delay Into the refriger- 
ator, or the coldest available 
place. 
Under no circumstance should an un- 
covered pitcher, bowl or pan be left 
out on the porch to receive bulk milk. 
The vessel, both before and after the 
milk is poiired into it, is accessible to 
flies and collects particles of dust and 
dirt.

Not only are these weeds 
troublesome to cultivated agricultural 
drops, but they are troublesome Jn 
meadows 
and 
pastures. 
The 
corn- 
fields 
and 
cultivated 
crops 
gener- 
ally must be kept dean If a crop Is 
to be produced. 
Of course, the farmer 
would want to till his soil 
whether 
weeds occurred or not. 
A soil that Is 
not cultivated would not produce a re- 
munerative crop 
But the weeds have 
come to stay, a n i the farmer must till 
the soil to keep the weeds In subjec- 
tion. 
It Is, therefore, Important that 
every farmer should know something 
of the best methods of exterminating 
these weeds, and thus make it possible 
to produce larger and better crops. 


Successful 
measures In 
destroying 
weeds are founded upon a knowledge 
of the life of the weed and the man- 


Salt, coal oil, sulphuric acid may' 
also be applied, but these are expen- 
sive, and persistent cutting will usual- 
ly be found to be the cheapest and the 
most effective method. 


Some weeds are Indicators of soil 
conditions, 
and 
the 
remedy 
Is 
to 
change these c o n d i t i o n s . 
Sorrel 
grows on a d d soils.. When this weed 
make« Its appearance, treat the soil 
with lime and it will not only be im- 
proved but tho weed will disappear. 
No amount of cutting or cultivating 
would 
have 
eradicatéd 
It so 
thor- 
oughly. 


Wet spots always have a particular 
class 
of 
weeds, 
as 
swamp-grass, 
sedges, cattails, etc. 
No amount of 
cutting will eradicate them but a tile 
drain 
will 
do 
so 
thoroughly 
and 
quickly. 


Results of investigations conducted 
by the Department of Agriculture In- 
dicate that under average 
conditions 
in eastern Pennsylvania a dairy f a r m 
of 100 to 120 acres is about the proper , 
size for a good two-man farm.

ner of its propagation. 
To avoid in- 
troducing and spreading weeds always 
is better than destroying them. 
It is 
to 
be 
remembered 
also 
that 
while 
some weeds may be completely eradi- 
cated others can only be held in check 
and subdued. 
While methods 
must 
vary for different weeds a few general 
principles are applicable to all. 
Pre- 
vent the seeding of all weedy plants 
and the introduction of 
weed-seeds. 
This will be sufflcieht to subdue the 
annuals and biennials. 
The numerous 
ways, both natural and artificial, by 
which seeds may cpme in makes It Im- 
possible to fully carry o^ut tho above 
rule, but much can be done In this di- 
rection that will prove helpful. 


Perennial weeds of all kinds must 
be cut repeatedly to starve out 
the 
underground rqots or stems. 
If th« 
foliage of the plant Is constantly de- 
stroyed, the death of the plant Is only 
a matter of time and will be caused 
directly by root atarvation. 


Any breaking or cultivation of tho 
soil in which these plants grow only 
serves the purpose of scattering them 
unless 
that cultivation 
is 
persistent 
enough to keep down aU growth of 
foliage. 


The fact that certain weeds are gen- 
erally found as serious pests with cer- 
tain cultivated crops and are not gen- 
erally serious pests with others sug- 
gests the most Important of all ways 
of combating the weeds, viz., by the 
rotation of farm crops. 
If the thistles 
and 
mu'lelna 
overrun 
the 
pastures, 
plow them up and sow corn. 


If the pea-vine, horse nettle, crab- 
grass. foxtail, ragweed, etc., 
become 
serious In the corn field, sow It down 
to grass, one crop In the rotation de- 
stroying these weeds gaining a foot- 
hold wjth the preceding crop. 
Thor- 
ough cropping of the land and Judi- 
cious systematic rotation of the crops, 
are conditions against which no weeds 
can stand; and, inasmuch as these are 
all vital conditions of successful agri- 
culture, It may be said that weeds are 
never serious when the land is well 
farmed.

TURKEY.RAISING NOT ALWAYS EASY 


Over-Feeding and Lice Cause Many Deaths Among the Poults-^ 
Chicken Hens Poor Brooders.

WUd Carrot. 


Persistence by simple methods will 
be more effective than spasmodic ef- 
forts and oftentlme? more expensive 
processes. 
While these direct meth- 
ods may often be effective, the most 
successful will be those having to do 
with the conditions of agriculture and 
the methods of tllage and increase the 
productiveness of the soil. 


Weeds grow where they can 
find 
room to grow. 
Some crops then per- 
mit certain weeds to grow with them, 
while another weed may find congen- 
ial conditions with another crop. Thus 
cockle and cheat have grown 
with 
wheat perhaps as long as wheat has 
been cultivated. 


Purslane and pigweeds are always 
found In gardens, thistles and mulleins 
In pastures, 
white-top 
In 
meadows. 


Horso Xeltlc. 
Apple of Sodom. 


In 1715 and sown for horse-feeding. 
Wild garlic escaped from the gardens 
of 
the 
early 
Germantown 
settlers, 
where It was used for 
flavoring, 


Purslane was cultl'^ated for greens 
in Massachusetts and later taken to 
Michigan, where It was grown for the 
same purpose. 
Wild carrot, momliiK- 
glory, poppy and others l^ayo escaped 
from the old vegetable and flower gar- 
dens and in many cases have become 
serious pests. 


Black 
mustard 
Is a 
tall, 
coarse, 
much branched annual, two to 
five 
feet high; leaves variously divided, or 
only deeply cut, the terminal lobe the 
largest, sharply toothed. 
The upper 
leaves small, simple, as a rule linear. 
Leaves 
generally 
not 
smooth, 
but 
somewhat 
bristly, 
at 
least 
on 
the 
veins. 
Flowers yellow, smaller than 
In charlock. 
Pods smooth, about one- 
half Inch long, four-cornered, tipped 
with slender beak. 
Seeds black 
or 
reddish-brown, smaller than charlock. 


Some 
people 
hatch 
their 
turkey- 
eggs with chlcken-hens. 
The one ad- 
vantage in this Is that by so doing the 
turkey-tiens can be Induced to lay sev- 
eral clutches of eggs In a season. 


Year before last we hatched some 
of our turlceys with chlcHen-hens but 
will never do so again. 
The hens were 
set In fresh nests placed where 
no 
other poultry had been kept, but the 
poults got very lousy, and In spite of 
the fact that they were 
thoroughly 
dusted wUh powder every few days, 
they began to droop and die. 


As a last resort after several of the 
poults had died, we began to use olive 
oil. 
Too much of the oil is not very 
good for young poults, but It Is not 
really 
necessary 
to 
saturate 
their 
whole bodies. 


Lard, or any kind of animal grease, 
will kill young poultry almost as fast 
as the lice will. 
Remember that veg- 
etable oil Is different from every kind 
of animal oil. 


Never use kerosene. 
We havo used 
castor 
oil 
with 
good 
reeults. 
The 
poults were carefully examined and a 
very little of the oil rubbed on wher- 
ever the lice were found. 


Between 
the 
large 
quills on 
the 
outside of the wings the lice 
were 
found In bunches. 
This Is a favorite 
lildlng place. 


One application Is usually sufficient 
unless the lice are very numerous. 
It 
is 
hard 
to 
locate 
lice 
sometimes, 
even when one la sure that they exist. 


Never u^se any kind of oil or grease 
upon a sitting hen. 
If she has lice, 
use a good louse powder, or sulphur. 


Oil or grease upon the shell of an 
egg renders It worthless, so far as 
hatphlng is concerned. 


Last year we hatched and raised all 
our turkeys with the turkey-hens, and 
not a louse was found during the en- 
tire season. 


Those who have tried keeping tur- 
keys In small coops know that they 
seldom thrive. 
It Is next to Impossible 
to keep a coop clean and dry In wet 
weather. 


Last year we kept our poults In a 
house. 
It was not originally Intended 
for a poultry-house, but It anawered 
very well for the purposo. 


This house Is 16 by 8« feet and la 
built upon a stone foundation. 
There 
are two doors and four large windows. 
We put wire screen on »11 tho win- 
dows and doors, so that the 
poults 
could have plenty of fresh air at night 
and when kept Indoors on rainy days. 


The building waa mado 
rat-proot 
and given a coat of whitewash inside. 


As soon as the poults were hatched 
they were taken from tho no»t, put 
Into tho basket and placed whoro thoy 
would have the benefit of the »un. 


Few turkey-raisers realize that one 
of the 
first 
things a young 
turkey 
needs is sunshine. 


It Is time wasted to offer a young 
turkey food before It is 48 hourp old. 


The house was arranged «o that 
each turkey-hen and brood had a 
arate 
apartment. 
The 
hen« 
wore 
placed In the house when tho poults 
were removed from the neft. 


The reason wo adopted this plan is 
that it lessens the danger of the poults 
being crushed to death. 
Hens some- 
times get uneasy and begin to shift 
about. 
Too. the hens in this way are 
given a chance to get some needed ex- 
ercise 
sooner 
than 
they 
otherwise 
would. 
The floors are always kept covered 


with litter. 
It is Impossible to keep 
floors clean unless they are well cov* 
ered with chaff or litter of some kind. 
It should be changed frequently. 
W9 
find It i, good plan to scatter a llttlo 
dry sulphur amone the Utter. 


In 
good 
weather 
all 
the 
doors 
should be left wide open to admit tho 
sunshine *nd fresh air. 
Turkeys need 
the fresh 4Ir both day and night. 
In 
very warm weather we leave the win. 
dows open also. 
We find it very con- 
venient to leave the doors and win- 
dows open and fasten the screens at 
night in hot weather.

is already full to bursting. 


When 
turkeys 
have 
freo 
rang«^

when the weather Is suitable, thoy re- 
quire very little grain. 
Grass and U^ 
sects are their natural food. 


Pinhead oats, or what aro bettof 
known as coarse steol-cut oatmeal, Ifl 
good for turkeys. 
Corn Is too fattoQ- 
Ing for growing turkeys, and the com* 
merclal chick-feed Is too hard to di* 
gest. 
Whole wheat Is good, after they 
are six weeks old, but bo careful not 
to feed too much of it.

S K m M H Ä FOR CAIiVES. 


Skim milk contains all the element« 
of whole milk except tho butter fat. 
This, too, can be replaced by cheaper 
substitutes. 
One of the best substi- 
tutes is flaxseed boiled until reduced 
to a Jelly and a small quantity given at 
each meal stirred In with the mill«. 
Oil meal may be used In place 
of 
flaxseed.

Have the filter rest on a foundation 
of clean stones or cement from three 
to four Inches deep, into which a two- 
Inch pipe should be arranged for car- 
rvlrcr tho wate<r to the cistern. 


A piece of heavy screening should 
be placed over that end of the pipe 
protruding into the filter, and another 
piece of fine screen wire should be 
fastened across the opening into the 
cistern; both of which aro for the pur- 
pose of allowing nothing of any size to 
get Into the water supply.—M. Cover- 
doll.

A Popular Vegetable 


Cauliflower is closely related to the 
cabbage tribe, but much more refined 
in its habits, and more difficult to cul- 
tivate. 
It requires a very rich soil and 
the most particular treatment, and no 
farmer or gardener would be justified 
in attempting its cultivation on a large 
scale, or to depend upon It as a market 
crop without first having thoroughly 
studied its peculiarities and require- 
ments. 


The 
market 
desires 
snowy 
white 
heads, so that protection is universally 
practised to accomplish this purpose. 
Three 
methods 
are 
used: 
(1) 
the 
breaking of 
half 
a dozen 
or 
more 
leaves over the top of the cauliflower 
head. 
The stems of the leaves are 
not severed entirely, so that the leaves 
remain green. 
i i) Breaking or bend- 
ing over the leaves as just explained, 
and pinning with toothpicks or small 
pins. 
This 
is 
a 
very 
satisfactory 
method for all sections. 
(3) Bringing 
the leaves together over the head and 
tying. 
This is an excellen plan, but re- 
quires more time than securing with tho 
toothpicks. 
The protection should be- 
gin when the heads are about an Inch 
and a half In diameter. 
Cauliflower 
is 
considered 
a 
delicacy 
on 
most 
tables, and It pays to exercise special 
care in the marketing. 
Although bar- 
rels are often used, crates or baskets 
are better. 
A package which will not 
hold more than a dozen or at most 
two dozen heads certainly has an ad- 
vantage Over the barrels. 


If the heads are of good size, snowy 
white, wrapped in fancy paper, and 
marketed In new, clean packages they 
cannot fall to attract attention, and 
command good prices. 


HOW TO TAKE CARE OF CREAM. 


Immediately 
after separating, 
tho 
cream should be cooled down to at 
least 
50° 
F. 
Warm 
cream 
should 
never be pour'ed upon cold, as the 
temperature of the lot Is raised and 
bad flavors may result. 
It is essential 
that the cream be stirred frequently 
to Insure uniform ripening. 
If 
tho 
cream Is left undisturbed, the fat rises 
the same way as it does In milk. 
As 
a result the cream is full of curd par- 
ticles or It become« "lumpy." 


THIS COUNTRY NEEDS AN INCREASE IN ITS BEET-SUGAR INDUSTRY 


The average American consumes 88 
pounds of sugar each year—and only 
10 pounds of that ration is now pro- 
duced in this country. 
The farmers 
of the country should keep that mon- 
ey at home, in ^other words, put it in 
their own pockets, and the 
Depart- 
ment of Agriculture has been trying 
for 16 years to show them how and 
induce them to do so. 


Sugar i« a product of manufacture 
mainly from the farmers' sugar can* 
and sugar beet«. 
Incidentally 
somo 
sugar is produced from the sap of tho 
sugar maplor—the entire valuo of that 
product, both sugar .and sirup, 
and 
tho «orghum «Irup, being only about 
$16,000,000 annually, .while the total 
value of tho «ligar beet and «ugar cane 
Industrie« 
of 
this 
country 
totaled 
1117,000.000. 


Beet sugar is a comparatively recent 
product 
of 
this 
country, 
and 
can 
scarcely be said to have existed 
20 
years ago. 
The production during the 
twelfth census year (1899) amounted 
to 81,729 short tons, while the 1912 
product aggregated 700,000 short tons, 
valued at 173,000,000. 
The growth of 
this Industry and the plans for Its In- 
crease Indicate that beet raising for 
sugar purposes 
Is much desired 
by 
farmers for profit and cultural benefit 
to the land. 


There are now In operation 66 fac- 
tories in 17 States, which used during 
the past season 5,062,333 tons of beets 
produced on 478,877 acres, and the in- 
dustry has become one of the main- 
stays and chief supports of agricul- 
ture under Irrigation In the semi-arid 
States. 
Yet 
this 
Industry 
produces 
practically 
only 
one-eighth 
of 
the 
home consumption. 
The Importation 
from entirely 
foreign 
territory 
now 
approximates 2,000,o00 short tons an- 
nually. 
A home beet sugar produc- 
tion suflüclent to cut off this produc- 
tion would not affect the homo cane 
sugar Industry adversely, because that 
has so nearly reaohed it« limit that 
any possible growth It may havo from 
now on will not equal the annual In- 
crease In the country«' consumption, 
which 
has 
considerably 
more 
than 
doubled in the past 25 years, and now 
Is greater per capita than any other 
country except England. 


With our present low average of 
1^4 short tons of beet sugar per acre. 
It would require 1,600,000 acre« 
to 
produce tho 2,000,000 short ton« now 
imported; or, according to tho acre- 
age harvested the last year, it would 
need the production of 2,000,000 acre« 
under beets to equal the entire homo 
demand, .a 
condition 
to 
which 
for 
moro than 80 yejvr«. economist« have 
looked forward. 


In the 19 States adapted to growing 
beets thero are about 2,600,000 farm« 
and 
278,719,622 
acres 
of 
improved 
land. 
Therefore, if every farmer in 
those State« could cultivate one aero 


of sugar beets, some of the cane sugar 
from non-contiguous territory 
would 
have to seek another market. 
Or if 
one farmer in. four of these 
States 
would plant a three-acre patch and 
give It the care that could readily be 
bestowed 
upon so small 
a 
plot, 
It 
would bo unnecessary for us to buy 
foreign sugar. 
Two-thirds of one per 
cent 
of 
the 
Improved 
land 
In 
the 
States adapted to sugar beets would 
accompllv'ih this result, and more thS-n 
that acreage lies Idle, absolutely un- 
used, every year. 
Any one of 
tho 
States of Illinois. Iowa, Kansas, Mis- 
souri, 
Minnesota, 
Nebraska 
or Ohio 
could produce all this sugar and then 
havo the beets come only once in a

ten-year rotation; and several of tho 
others could do It alone on a 
five-year 
rotation. 
The devotion of the neces- 
sary 2,000,000 acres to the production 
of the sugar required for our own con- 
sumption would havo an utterly in- 
significant effect In reducing the acre- 
age of other crops, and In fact, tho 
growing of the beets would actually 
increase the total yields of otlior crop« 
because of the effect of tho beets upon 
tho soil, for the thorough working of 
the «oil necessary to grow a profltaMe 
beet crop Increases tho yield of every- 
thing else grown on th« «am« ground 
In succeeding years, 
and 
the 
beets 
need o c c u p y the «oil but one year out 
of ten.
